which ones may be continued is a 
matter practically wholly within the 
county board's discretion, excepting 
that all action of the county board 
is subject to approval of the state 
board. 
For the purpose ofi licensing the 


truffle in intoxicating 
liquors the 
state is divided into 
districts and 
each county constitutes 
a district 


By provision of 
the statute 
each 


county licensing board shall consist 
of two commissioners, 
not 
more 


t.han one of whom is of the same po- 
litical party. 
One member will hold office foi 
two years from the second Wednes 
day in August and the other mem- 
ber for four years. 
After 1915 the 
state board will biennially appoint 
a commissioner for four years. Com- 
missioners shall not hold any other 
public office except that of notar\ 
public, or be interested directly or 
indirectly in the liquor business.

Ambassador Wilson 


Resumes Conference 


On Mexican Situation 


(ASSOCIATED PMESS TELEGRAM) 


July 29. —Ambassador 


Henry Lane Wilson resumed his con- 
ferences today witii Secretary Bryan 
on the Mexican situation. Mr. Wilson 
had expected to quit Washington to- 
day but remained at the request of 
the secretary to continue his extend- 
ed report of conditions in the southern 
republic. 


The senate foreign relations com- 


mittee 
held a special 
meeting at 


which Secretary Bryan appeared 
to 


continue conferences on the proposed 
Nicaraguan protectorate. Early 
to- 


day it had not been decided it 
Am- 


bassador Wilson would confer with 
the committee on Mexico. 


Investigation of conditions in Mex- 


ico by a joint congressional commit- 
tee was proposed in a resolution to- 
day by 
Representative 
Stevens 
of 


Texas. Five senators and five repre- 
sentatives would examine all diplo- 
matic correspondence and other docu- 
ments relating to the situation 


President Wilson had no announce- 


moiu to make today about the policy 
I'o United States would pursue 
to- 


ward Mexico but there is every rea- 
son to believe no 
steps 
would be 


by this country pending 
the 


outcome of the plans being laid by 
leading 
Mexicans to 
bring about 


peace. 


The fact that some of the mediators 


iiterebted in adjusting the differences 
between the followers of Huerta and 
'arran/a were instrumental in 
per- 


suading Porfirio Diaz to abdicate, is 
ncouraging 
officials in touch 
with 


Mexican affairs to believe that their 
pfforts may bring about the resigna- 
tion of President Huerta. 


The argument the Mexicans are 


said to be planning to place before 
Huerta is that the United States un- 
der no circumstances would recognize 
Ills regime and that to extricate Mex- 
ico from its financial straits, it is nec- 
essary to establiih a new administra- 
tion and obtain the recognition of the 
American government.

sador regard the future of the Mex- 
ican situation, it was learned, from 
opposite viewpoints.

and is disinclined to strengthen a 
government that came into power 
through thp questionable events in- 
cident to Madero's assassination. 


Ambassador Wilson, on the other 


hand, is disposed to look at the sit- 
uation not from past events, but 
with the practical idea of the fu- 
ture. He believes it is the business 
of governments to look to the fu- 
ture, and his suggestions have been 
in the direction of extending recog- 
nition to the Huerta government if 
it did certain 
things 
to 
conserve 


American interests.

attempted 


to rush thp barracks of the 16th in- 
fantry regiment in order to rescue 
political prisoners 
detained 
there. 


The civilians were repulsed by the 
troops after an exchange of shots 
with the guard.

Mulhall told the senate lobby com- 
mittee that at one time he proposed 
an investigation of his abilities as 
lobbyist for the National Association 
of Manufacturers to Former Chair- 
man Wilson, of the labor committee; 
Speaker Clark and Republican kead- 
r Mann, and that all turned down 
iis proposition. 


Majority Leader Oscar W. Under- 


wood, of the bouse today denounced 
Martin M. Mulhall, alleged lobbyist 
for the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers as a "liar and a black- 
mailer." 
Mr, Underwood appeared 


before the senate lobby committee 
to deny that Mulhall had ever talk- 
ed to him about legislation before 
congress. After one look at the wit- 
ness he said:- "I never saw him be- 
fore in my life." 


"You think," said 
the 
majority 


leader, "that it is in the interest ot 
the public that a man who has tak- 
en liberties with public men, as this 
man has, should be contradicted. 1 
regard a man of this kind as a black- 
mailer 
TWifr itfan has never been 


in the ways and means 
committee 


room; nor have been any men. 
He 


may have had conversations 
with 


me, but he said he had an interview, 
imt I want to say that statement is a 
lie."Mr. Underwood 
appeared 
unex- 


pectedly and made a brief statement 
oefore he was sworn. He denounced 
as false MulhalFs statement that an 
employe of the 
ways and 
means 


committee had been in his employ. 
According to Mulhan s earlier testi- 
mony the man was paid $20 a month. 


"You made a statement that this 


man was a blackmailer; that meant 
he used threats to 
extort 
money," 


said Senator Reed.

"That whole statement is a lie 


out of whole cloth—not a word of 
truth in it," declared

but that Wilson's_ selection as head 
of that committee, was made solely* 
because ot his party qualifications 
It is clear to me this man was here 
writing these things to his people 
trying to make out that he was do- 
ing great things. He never had any 
conference with me. The statement

Charles F. Marvin has been selected 
for chief of the weather bureau to 
succeed Willis L. Moore, recently re- 
moved. 
Professor Marvin 
is now 


chief of the Instrument division. Hie 
was appointed to the old signal ser- 
vice in 1884 from Ohio. 
President 


Wilson will send his nomination to 
the Senate probably this week. 


Under the new tchief more atten- 


tion will be paid to weather repous 
and forecasts aa they affect or are 
likely to affect agriculture and gen- 
eral farm conditions throughout the 
country. 
Other changes are to bo 


'made in the bureau but Secretary 
Houston was not ready to anuoun-e 
that. 
Professor Marvin is the inventor 


of many instruments 
used by the 


bureau. 
He lias represented the de- 
partment of agriculture at a num- 
ber of important meteorological con- 
gresses and has written extensively 
on the subject of weather Invest '-sa- 
tion. He has conducted experiments 
upon which are based 
the tables 


used by the weather bureau so de- 
termining the amount of moisture 
in the 
air, has studied the meas- 


urement of wind velocity and pn-R- 
sures and also on the-^ise of kites 
for ascertaining meteorological con- 
ditions.

Professor Marvin was born .it Co- 


lumbus, O., and was educated in the 
public schools there and at the Ohio 
University. He came to Washington 
in 1884 and entered the government 
service in what was then known <vs 
the signal service, 
since renamed 
the weather 
bureau. 
He 
beean-.e 


head of the. instrument division of 
the bureau in 1888, which position 
he has held since.

Handicapped by a heritage of crip- 


pled 
finances, 
particularly 
in 
the 


bridge and road funds, handed down 
by its Republican predecessors, 
the 


present board of county commission- 
ers appears to^ be reaping the attend- 
ant 
annoyance 
and 
Inconvenience. 


Despite this condition Commissioners 
Tavener and Brownfield declare they 
have succeeded 
in 
securing 
excep- 


tionally low contract prices on the 
great 
amount 
of work 
occasioned 


by the recent heavy 
floods, and 


this at 
a 
time when 
the entire 


country 
is putting forth 
an .ex- 


tra effort to, establish adequate pro- 
tection from any repetition of the dis- 
astrous floods. 


This was the substance of the com- 


ment of these two commissioners, 
Tuesday, with reference to the 
tem- 


porary restraining order issued Mon- 
day by Common Pleas Judge Fulton, 
holding up the 
contract 
of H. E. 


Williams for construction of the Sec- 
ond street bridge, pending hearing of 
the suit instituted by S. I. Tatham. 


Urgent requests have come 
from 


South Newark 
citizens that their 


views regarding 
the 
Second street 


bridge proposition be given publicity, 
but in deference to the court 
The 


Advocate has 
declined to use such 


statements just at this time, prefer- 
ring to await the court's action. 


County Commissioners Tavener and 


Brownfleld In an interview Tuesday 
declared in defense of their action in 
letting the Second street bridge con- 
tract to H. E. Williams for $26,277 
on May 24, that by so doing the coun- 
ty saved 
$600. With 
reference to 


Tatham's contention that no expendi- 
ture in 
excess of $18,000 
could be 


made legally without a vote of. the 
people except in case of casualty or 
necessity, 
Messrs. 
Tavener 
and 


Brownfield assert t:iat the Second 
street situation was clearly one of 
both casualty and necessity. 


The two 
commissioners 
against 


whom Tatham has filed his suit, ex- 
pressed curiosity as to why Tatham 
had not held up the Williams con- 
tract at the time of the letting, May 
24, instead of delaying until 
more 


than two months had elapsed. 


It is asserted by Mr. Tavener and 


Brownfleld that they have always let 
their contracts to the lowest bidders, 
and that in this instance the Will- 
Inins bid was not only tue lowest but 
that his specifications provided for 
more water room beneath the spans 
His work on the Second street bridge 
is already partly complete. 
j 


In the answer of 
the 
defendant 


commissioners, the county auditor and 
Contractor H. E. Williams, it is 
stated that they admit the allegations 
of the plaintiff, Tatham, relative to 
the duly elected ana qualified officers 
named, that they entered into con- 
tract on May 24 for the construction 
of the bridge in question, that 
the 


county engineer's estimate exceeded 
$18,000 and that the matter was not 
referred to a vote of the people. 


They aver, however, that the bridge 


was made necessary by casualty, viz.. 
the March floods, that It Is an im- 
portant bridge and taat the best in- 
terests of a large community demand 
its immediate construction. Tney al- 
lege that the bridge was damaged by 
the March floods, that it was 
con- 


demned to traffic as a result of this 
damage. 


The answering 
defendants 
also 
charge that the plaintiff Tatham did 
not bring the suit In the interest of 
taxpayers, that the action was not 
brought in good faith and that Tatham 
was without authority to bring the 
suit. They further allege that he did 
not serve the 
prosecuting 
attorney 


with a written notice to bring tin* 
action.
